1 . SUMMARY: MAY 23 PHONE SURVEY BY POLLISTERS OF CONSERVATIVE 
DAILY "SANKET'ON JAPAN-SOVIET FISHERY TALKS FOUND BAR MAJORITY 
(54 PERCENT) FAVORABLY IMPRESSED BY WAY JAPANESE SIDE HANDLED 
NEGOTIATIONS, BUT 42 PERCENT NOT FAVORABLY IMPRESSED. THREE 
OUT OF FIVE THOUGHT DEGREE TO WHICH JAPAN MADE CONCESSIONS WAS
